LONDON, Feb. 11 ‘AP)—Brit- 
ain and Egypt agreed provision- 
ally teday on a program giving 
early self-rule to the Sudan, qual- 
ified British informants reported. 

The reported accord, reached 
in Cairo a few hours earlier, ends 
a major source of friction be- 
tween the two nations and clears 
the way for talks on Egypt’s role 
in a planned Allied Middle East- 
ern defense buildup. 


Prime Minister Churchill called 
a special session of the British 
cabinet tonight to approve the 
provisional agreement. If this is 
done, Ambassador Sir Ralph Ste- 
venson will get cabled authority 
to sign it as soon as Egyptian 
Premier Mohammed Naguib is 
ready to do likewise.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. il—

to open state welfare rolls to pub- 
lic inspection and to reduce public 
assistance costs is facing defeat 
in the General Assembly, 

The Governor's program suf- 
fered a setback in its first major 
test yesterday, when the House of 
Representatives voted down a bill 
to end the secrecy of welfare 
rolls, a reform recommended by: 
Donnelly in his inaugural mes- 
sage. 

‘The vote on the measure, after 
@ two-hour debate, was 69 to 59 
for passage. The bill needed 10 
more affirmative votes for pas- 
sage. Proponents were undecided 
whether to attempt to revive the 
bill by reconsideration, 

Safeguards Included. 

Gov. Donnelly, in urging that 
the present secrecy of the public 
assistance rolls lifted, de- 
clared, “I believe the taxpayers 
are entitled to know where their 
money is spent.” In line with his 
recommendations, the bill con- 
tained safeguards to prevent the 
welfare lists from being used for 
political or commercial purposes. 

Supporters declared enactment 
of the law would result in re- 
moval of chiselers from the rolls. 
Other states that made welfare 
lists public, they said, found that 
it deterred many ineligible per- 
sons from attempting to get. aid. 

It also was argued that élim- 
ination of chiselers would permit 
the state to pay more adequate 


pensions and assistance to the de- 


serving needy. " 

Opponents contended the pro- 
posed law would submit old age 
pensioners and other welfare re- 
cipients to “public humiliation and 
shame.” 

Little Democrat Support. 

The failure of Democratic leg- 
islators tod back up Donnelly, a 
Democrat, in his administrative 
program was a major factor in 
the defeat of the bill. In fact, 
one of the leading opponents was 
Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Hannibal, former Speaker of the 
House and now Democratic mi- 
nority leader. 

Only 49 of the 71 Democrats in 
the House were recorded on the 
bill. Of these, only 15 supported 
the Governor’s bill, while 34 voted 
against it. 

Fifty-four Republicans voted 
for the proposal and 25 against. 
Had a few more Republicans fol- 
lowed their Jeaders in backing 
the bill, and a few more Demo- 
crats supported their Governor, 
the bill could have been passed 
and sent to the Senate for con- 
sideration.

‘There'd Always Come a Run.’ 

“If I could have done that I'd 
have been all right. But by the 
time I'd get enough ahead, there’d 
always come a run.” 

Other witnesses had described 
“runs” as demands by crowds of 
suspicious depositors who, espe- 
cially in the weeks preceding the 
bankruptcy, vociferously demand- 
ed either automobiles or their 
money back.

HELICOPTERS TO AID OIL. HUNT! 


BEAUMONT, Tex. Feb. 11 
(AP)—Two little “aircraft car- 
riers” are being built here for 
use in off-shore oil explorations.

TELLS HOW TO SAVE FOOD 
IN FREEZER IF POWER FAILS 


GENEVA, N.Y. Feb. 11 (UP)— 
Power failure due to winter 
storms need not result in spoil- 
age of food kept in home freezers 
if proper precautions are taken, 
says Dr. Frank A. Lee, frozen 
food specialist at the New York 
agricultural experiment station 
here. 

Frozen food will be safe for up 
to 48 hours, if the freeer door 
isn’t opened unnecessarily, he 
said. If a power failure is longer, 
dry ice can be used to keep tem- 
peratures down. 

Cooked dishes should be thrown 
away if thawed, Dr. Lee said. 
Raw meat, poultry and vegetables 
can be refrozen or used at once, 
if temperature has not reached 50 
degrees and if odors have not 
developed.

The boys were 
accommodated in one small study hall. 
In the northeast corner of the hall, 
Prof. Greaves, monitor of the room, 
doubled in Latin, teaching girls exclu- 
sively. 

Such a gay time the girls had with 
Greaves. Such giggling. And how in 
the heck could we boys concentrate on 
German grammar? From time to time 
Greaves would turn from “bellum” to 
bellow: “BOYS!” 

The second year we moved in long 
pants to the rookery with the fancy 
name of Foster Academy at Fifteenth 
and Pine. No teams, few extra-cutfricu- 
lar activities. Mostly plain hard work 
under-Principal Butler. Maybe that’s 
why some of our Latin, English, alge- 
bra, geometry, physics and German 
stuck. 

But: just 10 of the lads from all parts 
of the city, who had eritered 80 strong 
each semester, would graduate in those 
days in the middie 1890s.

No decision hat been made at the White

A blockade, on the other hand, would imme- 
diately of itself present new problems. If a 
blockade is effective it must be enforced against 
blockade runners. The chase of a bl le run- 
ner and its apprehension at sea t produce 
an incident which would set off a chain reac- 
tion leading to World War III. “

There is a further difference, also important. 
When President Eisenhower announced that the 
Seventh Fleet would “no longer be employed to 
shield Communist China,” he reported a newly 
declared policy. Support for the Commander-in- 
Chief was predicated on an accomplished fact. 

A blockade is not only not an accomplished 
fact; it is, if Mr. Dulles is correctly quoted, so 
much an open matter that even discussion of it 
is unnecessary. 

The best time to discuss a blockade, however, 

is before it takes place. Would a blockade de- 
crease the likelihood of a wider war, as Chair- 
man Dewey Short of the House Armed Services 
Committee says? Or would it increase. that 
danger, as the British and other United Nations 
allies insist? If there is substantial uncertainty 
as to the answer, let the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and other military experts give their opinions 
and let the issue be explored thoroughly in Con- 
gress. : 
Gen. Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs, 
gave it as his considered opinion at the Mac- 
Arthur hearings in May, 1951, that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s proposed strategy of hitting at Red 
China proper would “involve us in the wrong 
war” with “the wrong enemy.” He also said it 
would risk a global “showdown” with Russia at 
a time when the United States was not prepared 
for one. 

That was more than a year and a half ago. 
Perhaps Gen. Bradley would not make the same 
statements today. Perhaps he had in mind air 
attack rather than naval blockade. The point is 
that the latest and best information is needed 
today about an area as touch-and-go as the 
Far East.

Americans may not like everything the British 
do any more than the British like all we do in 
international affairs. But in the final analysis 
the English-speaking peoples are natural allies 
and that which tends to divide us works against 
our basic common interest. Conversely it also 
plays right into the hands of the plotters in the 
Kremlin. 

Free discussion should, as The Washington 
Post points out, help the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. From the pros amd cons ought to 
come sound public policy, hammered out in the 
forge of open debate. Senators like Wiley of 
Wisconsin, Smith of New Jersey, Tobey of New 
Hampshire, Taft of Ohio, George of Georgia, 
Fulbright of Arkansas, Sparkman of Alabama, 
Humphrey of Minnesota and Mansfield of Mon- 
tana—these and other members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee—are the ones to 
take the lead in getting answers to the questions 
which everybody is asking. 

No, discussion is not premature. Just the con- 
trary. President Eisenhower has wisely called 
for. a,revival of bipartisanship in foreign af- 
fairs. He could hardly have a better point at 
which to begin than in weighing out the values 
and dangers of a step so potentially fateful as 
a blockade.

From this it would appear that some decline in 
farm-prices can be absorbed without essential 
harm to the economy as.a whole. 

It must also be remembered that the’ rapid 
mechanization of farming has made agriculture 
a declining industry in terms of manpower em- 
ployed. For every three persons engaged in 
farming in 1935, only two are so engaged to- 
day. Even since the war, the number of persons 
employed in agriculture has declined by almost ° 
one fourth. In the face of this trend, there is 
no real reason to expect that total farm income 
should remain at the unprecedented levels 
which {it attained during and just after the war. 

Nobody, of course, wants to go hack to the 
depression days of the ’30s when farmers and 
everybody else were economically down and out. 
But this docs not mean that farm income must 
be maintained at its recent levels in order to 
assure just rewards for agriculture and a 
healthy national economy. Existing price sup- 
port laws give assurance against a catastrophic 
drop in farm income. 

That should give Congress a margin of time 
in which to determine what the farmer’s fair 
share of the national income should be, and 
how best to heip him receive it.

Furopean critics have sometimes considered 
im_atience to be a quality of the American peo- 
ple, and not necessarily a virtue. Mrs. Edith S. 
Sampson, former United States delegate-to U.N., 
believes Americans now are too impatient with 
the United Nations. This attitude, as she said 
in St. Louis, plays into the Kremlin's hands. 

To expect the U.N. to be either a world gov- 
ernment or world policeman.is.to ask. for-disap- 
pointment. It is neither. But-it is the one place 
in the world where the delegate from Lebanon 
or Ecuador can make himself+ heard to the rep- 
resentatives of other states, big or little. It is 
a working ground for diplomacy. 

Perhaps for these reasons, other peoples 
sometimes seem to have -a higher regard for 
U.N. than many Americans do. And impatience . 
with U.N. is too easily transigted—especially by 
Russian propaganda—into impatience with other 
peoples and ‘their efforts, however effective, 
to work together. 

Mrs. Sampson's plea is for Americans to rec- 
ognize U.N.’s weaknesses, and to support it pa- 
tiently., And as a Negro who struggled with 
rebuffs and adversity to become an outstanding 
attorney and public servant, Mrs. Sampson 
knows the value of patience. It is essential to 
human understanding. . 


He Said “‘As,” not “When” 

Some Republican members of.the House find 
it very difficult indeed to give up their dream 
of a quick tax cut for the voters. They have 
now resorted to glossing President Eisenhower's 
words in an effort to show that he did not really 
mean to throw them down when, in his State 
of the Union message, he called for balancing 
the budget before reducing revenues. 

To most listeners, this part of the message 
seemed to be one of the firmest and least com- 
promising. These-were the President’s words: 

Reduction in taxes will be justified only 
as we show we can succeed in bringing the 
budget under control. As the budget is bal- 
anced and inflation checked, the tax burden 
that today stifles initiative can and must be 
eased. Until we determine the extent to 
which expenditures, can reduced, it 
would not be wise to reduce our revenues. 


According to congressmen who. want a tax 
cut June 30, the key words are “as” and “bring- 
ing the budget under control.” They point out 
that the President did not support tax reduction 
“when” but “as” the budget is balanced. They 
suggest that “bringing the budget under con- 
trol” might be accomplished even before it were 
technically balanced. And so, in the House at 
least, pressure for a quick tax cut continues. 

Perhaps only time can tell what President 
Eisenhower really meant. But it will be a great 
surprise to a lot of people if the fine construc- 
tion put on his language by the tax cutter turns 
out to be correct. 
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For More Seerecy and More Voting 

Elections often are like that old business of 
locking the barn door after the horse has been 
stolen, to use a figure that former Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark once applied to’a critical choice in 
Missouri. That results when one party puts over 
an unworthy “machine” choice in its primary 
and the other party nominates an equally bad 
“organization” candidate. The voter may want 
neither of them when the election comes around. 

That kind of injury to democratic govern- 
ment is caused in large part by the failure of 
many citizens to vote in primaries, and one rea- 
son for this non-participation in Missouri is the 
present primary law. Many people do not want 
to ask for the ballot of one party or the other. 
They do not want to disclose a party preference. 

The new Legislature now has a chance to cor- 
rect this situation so far as it pertains to Mis- 
souri. Senators Spencer of Columbia and Keat- 
ing of Kansas City have introduced a bill to give 
Missouri a blanket primary ballot.’ Such a ballot 
makes a public party choice unneCessary at a 
primary. The Legislature's joint Election Laws 
Revision Committee recommended this improve- 
ment. It should be one of the early arrivals on 
Gov. Donnelly’s desk,

Missouri’s Underpaid Judges 


From The Kansas City Star 


The Missouri court plan has been held 
up as a national model but its excellence 
doesn’t includé salaries. This is the elev- 
enth state in population but its judicial 
salaries rank twenty-sixth, far behind such 
smaller states as Maryland, Delaware, 
Louisiana and Rhode Island. 

In this Legislature a strong drive will be 
made to correct the salary penalty, particu- 
larly for the pe of the Supreme Court 


to consider the problem of persuading top- 
flight lawyers to “> in the higher courts. 
While the e private law practice 
have - soared the inflation, judicial 
salaries have ned virtually stationary. 

Before World War II Missouri had set a 
fairly reasonable standard. Supreme Court 
judges received $10,000 a year and judges 
of the Courts of Appeals $8500. The pay 
@as not impressive for the type of men 
people liked to see in the higher: courts 
but edequate. 


* Now, after the war and postwar infla- 
tions and higher taxes, a Supreme Court 
judge’s salary stands at $12,000, an increase 
of only $2000. The judges of the Courts of 
Appeals have received the same paper in- 
crease. which puts them at $10,500, still 
somewhat below the Circuit Court salaries 
in Kansas City and St. Louis. 


Through inflationary periods the top gov- 
erngiental salaries always-lag behind the 
rise in living costs. The salary bill doesn't 
attempt to put the judges in the relative 
financial position they held 12 years ago. 
But it does propose an important reduction 


.in the penalty for judicial service with 


$17,500 for Supreme Court judges and 
$16,000 for the Courts of Appeals. 


Fortunately most judges serve because 
they like the work. Some highly qualified 
men are able or willing to accept judicial 
appointments at a large sac in- 
come. But it is unreasonable and reckless 
for the state to fall too far out of line,

Pressure on Peiping. 


In deciding what measures to} 


state ruling a largely illiterate 
population and in full control of 
the propaganda, the censorship, 
and of the communications of the 
country, is not likely te be yul- 
nerable to a war of nefves. 

The Peiping Government can, of 
course, be influenced by pressure. 
But it must be real pressure, act- 
ually exerted or manifestly cap- 
able of being exerted. 

In estimating the probable ef- 
fect of various measures, 
critical calculation is whether the 
pressure that can be exerted is 
greater or less than the resistance 
and reaction which it will pro- 
voke. All ‘sound military judg- 
ment requires a calculated fore- 
cast of the reaction to the action. 


Belf-Defeating Measures. 


That, for example, was what 
the Japanese military leaders did 
not see clearly when they orde 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. The 
attack was a brilliant tactical suc- 
cess in that it crippled American 
seapower in the Pacific for a 
considerable time. But it was a 
ratastrophe to Japan because of 
the overwhelming resistance and 
reactions that it provoked. 

In the case of the sy 
measures to put pressure Red 
China to agree to a Korean truce, 
it will almost certainly be true 
that the military pressures which 
we can exert will be effective only 
if we also take measures to dim 
ish the resistance and the reaction 
to them. . 

What is called political or psy- 
chological warfare is addressed to 
the resistance and reaction of the 
enemy.

11—Generalissimo Rafael L. Tru- 
jillo, former President of the 
Dominican Republic and now its 
Ambassador-atdarge to the U.N. 
asserted yesterday that Commu- 
nist “shock troops” are being 
trained in Guatemala to foment 
revolutions in Cuba and Vene- 
zuela as the first objective in a 
Red plot against the Caribbean 
area. 

The former re dictator, 
who obviously still directs his 
country’s policies even though he 
no longer holds the title of chief 
administrator, told a press confer- 
ence that the resources of the 
Organization of American States 
must be brought to bear against a 
Communist menace in the Carib- 
bean, 

Trujillo, who will head his 
country’s delegation at the U.N. 
General Assembly, opening in two 
weeks, made the following addi- 
tional points: 

1. With anti-Semitic persecu- 
tions now being carried out by 
the Communist countries in Eu- 
rope, he is ready to open the 
borders of the Dominican Repub- 
lic to 25,000 Jewish refugees, pro- 
viding none of them are Commu- | 
nists. Dominican laws, he said, | 
“give the Communists absolutely | 
no legal basis on which to op- 
erate.”

Best for Mea 


| By Dorothy Brainerd 


(Third of a serie.) 
EMEMBER when Grandma cooked a roast how she always 
seared it “to hold in the juices’? The aroma was won- 
derful as the roast was being seared—but it was almest as 
expensive as the most costly French perfume. Because during 
that searing operation Grandma lost much of the weight of 
the meat. — 

According to the National Live Stock and Meat Board, a 
non-profit research and educational organization, hundreds of 
pounds of meat are being thrown away every day by other- 
wise thrifty housewives as a result of cooking at too high tem- 
peratures. The answer: Modern low ~ temperature meat 
cookery ; 


The old theory that searing a roast held in the juices def- 
initely hag been disproved by scientific experiment. When 
meat is seared a high temperature is used, and this high tem- 
perature actually increases the loss of juices from the meat. 
You probably never will convince Grandma; but countless 
tests, With scientific instruments taking careful measurement, 
offer indisputable proof. 

The modern accepted method for cooking a roast is to use 


a constant low temperature. Beef, veal, lamb and smoked | 


pork should be roasted at a constant 300 degrees F., fresh 
pork at 350 degrees F. 

This low temperature rule applies to all cooking gnethods. 
A low temperature not only saves meat, but the meat is more 
tender and juicy, more evenly cooked, more appetizing in 
every way. The juices stay in the meat which means fewer 
drippings, but these drippings are clear and excellent. for 
gravy. 


_ 


=x * * 
LOW-TEMPERATURE COOKERY also is the easy way of 


_ preparing meats. Today you merely put the roast on a rack 


in an open pan, place it in a slow.oven, and let it take care of 
itself. The meat is placed with the fat side up so that it is 
self-basting. 

There are two other advantages which are important to 
the busy homemaker. With low heat you avoid a smoke-filled 
kitchen; which means walls and curtains stay clean longer. 
And modern roasting methods eliminate constant watching of 
the meat for fear it will burn. 

The newer method also simplifies broiling. Here again 
moderate heat is used and the meat is turned only once. So 
instead of standing over the meat and watching it anxiously, 
you can go about putting the last-minute touches on the rest 
of the meal while the meat is cooking. 

Even in braising’ with a small amount of liquid the low- 
heat method is preferred because it avoids the necessity of 
constantly adding more liquid to the pan. 

Along with “searing,” the word “boiling” is now out- 
moded when it comes to meat cookery. Substitute the word 
“simmer” and bring your cooking methods up to date. A 
stew or large cut of meat is cooked slowly so that the liquid 
simmers but never boils. The result: Meat that is juicy and 
palatable with the nutrients left in, instead of meat that is 
stringy and dry. 

Clean-up chores are much easier when meat is cooked 


with low heat, since there is no spattering of fat in the oven or - 


broiler and pans do not become charred. 


x *« * 
THERE IS ANOTHER modern technique which has con- 


tributed appreciably to better meat cookery—the use of a 


thermometer to determine with accuracy when the meat has 
reached that “just right” point of perfection. Any housewife 
who has served her family well done beef when they prefer 
it rare will appreciate just how important this can be. 

A roast meat thermometer inserted into the meat will 
eliminate all of the guesswork and tell you exactly when the 
roast has reached the internal degree of doneness you desire— 
be ‘it rare, medium or well done. 

There is nothing complicated about the use of a meat 
thermometer. Just place it in the meat before it starts to 
cook, being sure that the bulb rests in the center of the largest 


meat muscle. It’is important that the bulb does not rest in 
. fat or on bone. 


As the heat from the oven penetrates the meat the tem- 
perature at the center gradually rises, and this rise is regis-

tered on the thermometer. The roast is ready to be removed 
from the oven when the thermometer registers the internal 
temperature which indicates doneness for that particular cut 
of meat. 
x * * 

ANOTHER REAL AID to the homemaker is-an oven ther- 
mometer. Minutes-per-pound may be used as a rough esti- 
mate of the time needed for preparing the roast. These esti- 
mated minutes per pound as recorded in timetables are based 
upon a constant 300 degrees F.; fresh pork roasted at 350 
degrees F. A quick glance at the oven thermometer will 
reveal whether this constant temperature is being maintained 
for best roasting results. 

Some of these modern meat cookery methods will be dem- 
onstrated tomorrow by Augie Ring, meat specialist of the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board, when he appears as a 
guest of Wilma Sim on the program “Homemaking With 
KSD-TV” from 1:15 until 2 p.m. Ring, who is conducting an 
educational program on how to get the most fdr your meat 
dollar, also will appear Friday on the same program.

The ‘Dry Goods’ Store.

correspondent writes, “which you 
certainly cannot buy in what we 


call the ‘dry goods store.’” She 
proceeds to name a variety of 
kitchen utensils, hardware, furni- 
ture and the dry groceries, and 
asks the origin of the expression 
“dry goods” in the sense in which 
we use it. 


This nomenclature is on the re- 
cord as an American expression 
for the past two and a half cen- 
turies, in close approximation to 
the common usage of today. That 
is, “dry goods” as textiles, woolen 
or cotton goods or silk and — 
and this*is important — com- 
modities made of yardage of this 
nature. 

“Dry goods” appears in black 
and white in certain “Memoirs” 
of the Pennsylvania Historical 


Society, in an allusion dating: 


1701, to “such dry goods and 
packages” as a ship’s captain had 
to pay freight on. This leaves 
open to question the character of 
the “packages” included in the 
expression, which that time 
Was apparently not yet so speci- 
fic as-we should like to find it. 


However, another three years 
produce something more defini- 
tive. In the “Boston News Letter” 
of July 31, 1704 we find a record 
of “2 Spanish Prizes” whose car- 
go included “100 Pipes of Can- 
ary Brandy,”’—as well as “124 
Bayls of Dry Goods and Silks”! 


It appears to have been the 
men who went down to the sea 
in ships, in the era of sail-born 
commerce, who first sponsored 
“dry goods” in American speech.
